Serius Programmer is an object- 
oriented software application builder 
for the Apple Macintosh. It enables 
power users as well as developers to 
build compiled, stand-alone software 
applications through the use of pre¬ 
fabricated, modular parts—high-level 
objects and functions—that can be 
configured and combined in virtually 
unlimited combinations. 

Create powerful stand-alone 
software applications in a matter of 
days or weeks rather than months or 
years. Applications built in Serius 
Programmer are also easier to 
maintain and upgrade than conven¬ 
tionally developed applications. The 
result is an enormous savings in the 
time and money usually involved in 
software production and maintenance. 

SERIUS DEVELOPER 

Serius Developer offers all of the 
easy-to-use software development 
features of Serius Programmer, and 
adds the ability to design custom 


objects using any of several lower- 
level development tools, including 
THINK C, THINK Pascal, or any of 
the MPW environments. 

SERIUS OBJECT LIBRARY 

Serius Programmer and Serius 
Developer include the Serius 
Essentials, a core set of objects and 
functions supporting all aspects of 
the Macintosh application interface, 
such as menus, lists, buttons, and 
windows. Also included is Serius 
Database, an object set for building 
relational, multi-user databases. 
Additional object bundles are 
available separately. These include 
Serius Multimedia, Serius 
Communications, Serius XCMD, 
and Serius InterApp. In total, the 
Serius Object Library is comprised 
of over 50 objects, ranging from 
comparatively simple items such as 
the Menu object to complete, 
compiled productivity tools, such as 
the Database, Animation, and 
Movie objects. New objects are 
introduced quarterly. 


EASY TO USE 

Building an application is as 
simple as designing a flow-chart. 
ObjecSketch, a visual approach to 
object programming, allows you to 
connect function icons representing 
steps in your program flow. 

Designing an application can be 
as simple as 1-2-3. 

0 Select and configure objects 
and functions. 

Choose the objects you want 
in your program by dragging 
them from the Object & 
Function Palette onto your 
work space. 

0 Double-click on each object 
to configure it further to 
your liking. 

0 Connect objects to functions. 

Labels above and below 
function icons allow you to 
specify data inputs and outputs. 

If you prefer to program in 
script, Serius’ ObjecTalk scripting 
language lets you build programs 
using ordinary English without any 
coding or obscure scripting syntax 
to learn.

Subjects 

User-definable groups of objects 
and functions, or “super objects,” 
reusable in different applications, 
further reducing application 
development time.

Debugging

Applications generated in Serius 
Programmer and Serius Developer 
are compiled, not interpreted, so they 
are small and efficient and involve a 
constant overhead of only 25K. 

Low-level Extensibility 

Enables programmers to create 
new objects for use in Serius 
Programmer and Serius Developer 
using lower-level languages such as 
C and Pascal (applies only to 
Serius Developer).
